.We believe tbe Dominion Govern- 
ment is determined to comtnenco the 
construction of the railway in British 
Columbia this year, aiul to proceed vig- 
orously, with the work. Uniting the 
Atlajitio and Pacific Oceans by rail is 
a Diagmficbnt" undertaking. The idea 
was first conceived by the gentlemen 
who proposed Confederation, and they 
deserve all tbc applause which others 
claim. But every sixpenny politician 
in this Province seems to think he is 
the man wbo secured the making of the 
road. " In the local House on Monday 
Mr. Walkcm F.aid "but for that .seces- 
sion re.solution thi.s (railway) a.s.suraiice 
would never have been given." lie 
reminds us of the fly on the coach- 
wheel exclaiming, "See, what a dust I 
raise." The greatest work that could 
possibly engage the ' attention • of Do- 
niiuiou statesman would bo deferred 
if it were not for the gigantic oilbrts of 
this one man ! That is what he wishes 
the pooplo of this Province to believe. 
They have watched his proceedings 
during the session which has just clos- 
ed, and they were alarmed by his do- 
nothing policy and the cowardice of 
liiinself and his fourteen followers who 
chalked up "Poiilwny or Secession," 
and then ran away. The position tliey 
occupy is not enviable. They have not 
exhibited any of the qualifications that 
entitlo men to direct public affairs. In 
accepting the assurance given by the 
Dominion Government they displayed 
nothing but the timidity of little boys. 
They remembcrod the French revolu- 
tion and the 1st of May and they were 
ready at tbe eleventh hour to take any- 
thing. Their timidity will be paraded 
as prudence and the three montiis they 
spent idling in the 1 [ouse will be re- 
corded as evidence of their masterly 
inactivity that enabled them to secure 
the railroad. To hasten the commence- 
ment of the work they did nothing at 
all. The"8eccsh" memorial was evidence 
of a wicked design to ri.sk the pros[)eri- 
ty of the Province for the ])urposo of 
securing popular applause. [t was 
fortunate the Kigners of that ridiculous 
document had no power to do harm. 
The timidity ihat urged thorn to aban- 
don the Cakxarvon terms and accept 
the assurance of coustruction this year 
as perfectly satisfactory is amusing. 
The fifteen poltroons saved from dis- 
grace by their own cowardice would 
make an excellent cartoon for Func/i. 
But their tinudity was a.s useful as 
prudence. It comjielled them to adopt 
OUR policy and accept all the Canadian 
people could give to aid in constructing 
the road. From the beginning wc in- 
sisted on the Pailway as absolutely 
necessary for the rapid development of 
the Dominion; and we alwaj-s advocat- 
ed the fulfilment of the contract made 
at the time of Confederation; but wo 
recommended moderation and patience. 
Those who opposed our policy advocat- 
ed secession and threatened rebellion; 
but they have collap.sed and are ready 
to take ani'thing Iheij can get. Their 
brag and bluster ends in a truco with 
the Dominion Government, and, strange 
to say, the cowardice of our local Sol- 
ons has been more useful than their 
courage or discretion. It compels them 
to adopt the policy we recommended 
long ago. We congratulate tiio people 
on their future prospects. They are 
fortunate in having at Ottawa states- 
men who understaiiij th-s art of devel- 
oping resources. The iron road will 
soon connect the Atlantic and Pacific, 
and the iron horse will rush over it 
through the centre of the great lone 
land, and place the trensurcs of that 
vast country in our handa The work 
will benefit the whole human family 
and the statesmen who have resolved 
to proceed with it "vigorously" have 
earned for themselves an imperishable 
fame. Our local Soloks will bo re- 
membered in connection with the afiair 
as the heroes who bad no courage and 
were saved at the eleventh hour by 
their fear. They remembered 

."That tboio w'vj fly may fjxlit utuin, 
Wlilch he cai- iievcr Jo tliot'ii fclniu: 
Hence timely wai ning'B no mcaii i»irt 
0( conduct iu tht> martial nrt."

CHINA AND JAPAN. 

San Francisco, April 27. — The 
steamer Gielic, from Hongkong via 
Yokahama, April 1st, and Shanghai, 
April 2nd, bring.s the following news:

Tho U. S. ship Kangor sailed for 
Formosa carrying Consul Denny to in- 
vestigate the alleged burning of tho 
American sliip Forest Belle by Chinese 
one year ago. 

A commercial treaty is negotiating 
at Saizon between the Spanish and 
F'rench oflieials for tho extension of 
trado betweon Anan and Manilla. 

The Loo Choo islands are officially 
proclaimed a prefecture of Japan un- 
der tlie title of Nokinawken. 

Reed, British member of Parliament, 
whoso exaggerated rcce|)tion by the 
Japanese provoked general ridicule, re- 
turns to England this mail via Ameri- 
ca. 

In con.sequonce of new measures of 
retrenchment the English cmploy6s at 
the naval training school and French 
military instructors, have been sum- 
marily dismis.scd. 

The Japanese corvette Seiki has re- 
turned from a long European and 
Asiatic cruise.

CANADA. 
Ottawa, Ont, April 23. — Dispatches 
from the northwest announce great 
suflcring among some Indian tribes in 
the Canadian territories. At Rapelle 
a starving band broke into tho Hudson 
Bay Company's store and |)lundered it; 
and Laroque, a noted Indian runner, 
reports that nine Crces died of liunger 
on the plains south of the Thunder 
Breeding Hills. Col. McLeod, chief 
ofticer of the mounted police force, 
says that tho authorities are face to 
face with a danger that may involve 
very serious complication.s, viz: The 
extinction of the Buffalo. Efforts will 
be made during the summer to induce 
Sitting Bull antl his followers to re- 
turn to the L'nited States, as the Ca- 
nadian Indians blame them for thin- 
ning out the bufl'alo and driving tho 
herds southwards. The Siou.x are 
scattered in small bands along the 
frontier, and complain bitterly of pri- 
vations. There is no talk of war. The 
bands traveling south of there are sim 
ply looking for food.

OTTAW..V, April 20. — Tlie Chinese Com- 
inittoe sat to-day. So far only residents 
of British Columbia have given evidence. 
TliQy aro strongly o])posed to Chineso im- 
ini,L;ration. A moniber of tho committee 
proposed to-day tliat leading Chinamen 
should be examined, but tho committee 
decided that the session of Parliament is 
too far advanced to permit it. 

A Good Pkosi'kct. — The Yale Creek 
silver mine, about three miles from steam- 
boat landing on Fraser River, prom- 
ises well. There are several large ledges 
cut and exposed by tho creok, from one 
hundred and fifty to two hundred feet be- 
low tho surface. These ledges are from 
two to six feet thick. Tho assays from 
tho outside rock produce silver with traces 
of gold.

They left San 
Francisco about .a month ago with eleven 
moil, bound north I'n a trading voyage. 
Si^c days out the vessel hovo on her beam 
end and became waterlogged, during a 
stiutheaat gale. Shu remained in this con- 
dition two hoiii's, when her masts woro 
carried away. She righted again, and of 
eleven nion five were drowned in tho foro- 
costlo. Tho captain was drowned from 
the deck, and C)'Brioii, the mate, seaman 
Peter, and a young man about ID, known 
as Johnny, after tho accident, were lusli- 
fd to a to|ig:illaiit mast, where they died. 
•Johnny died tho day Roper was rescued. 
Kopor was carefully sent ashore here for 
medical treatment. His mind is unsettled 
tind he docs not remember tho nnmo of 
tho schooner.
